On the other hand, 


f we luid attempted to foster com- 
petition and to make it certain we were 


nowise disposed to restrict compe- 


tition by entering Into agreements that 
we should not compete we would have- 
been In danger of violating another 
provision of the Sherman law which la 
opposed to restraint of trade. 


"I wish wo could bo of real, substan- 


tial benefit all the time to our competi- 
tors and to our customers, because we 
know that would bo of benefit to our- 
selves, and, what is more important, to 


two hundred odd thousand men 


who are dependent upon us for con- 
tinuous employment at good, fair llv- 
,nK wages. We do not seem to be In 
Lhat position at thp present time." 


These are the words of the man who 


:old the congressional investigating 
committee personally ho believed "the 
Sherman act does not now and never 
will fully prevent tho organization of 
great combinations of capital. 
I be- 


lievo wo must come to enforced pub- 
licity and governmental control of cor- 
porations: 


"So far as I nm concerned, speaking 


for tho United States Steal corpora- 
tion, I would be very glad if we could 
know exactly where we stand and 
could bo fraa from tho dangers and 
criticism of the public. 
! wiah we 


could go to some responsible govern- 
mental source and say, 'Here are our 
facts, here is our business, here is out* 
property and our cost of production' 
and could ba told just what prices w« 
could charge and just what we could 
do." 


The utterance attracted much atten- 


tion at the time it was made, last June. 


The steel trust's plea for justice from 


the government has been given. 
On 


the other hand, we ha've the testimony 
of witnesses before the investigating 
committee that hundreds of millions of 
the steel trust's securities need spiles 
of dividends to elevate them above the 
water which is said to form their only 
foundation. 
And, too. there has been 


much talk recently of an International 
steel trust which should be strong 
enough to dictate terms to the com- 
bined governments of the world if need 
arose. Among the men named In .the 
government's, suit are the two John Of). 
Rockefellers, Sr. and Jr.; J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Andrew Carnegie and others 
almost as well known .In finance and 
Industry.

Seldom has il happened with the introduction of the commission form 


of charier dial so many people became candidates for the first election us 


we lind (in Ilic ballot prepared for the primaries of .Nov. 'JSlli in this cily 


If a preconcerted ell'orl were made to defeat the object ol: the charier, no 


better plan could be. adopted linn: to have such a multiplicity of candidates, 


a lame proportion of whom are wholly ineligible and unfit for the offices 


they seek. 


The tiibk before I lie voters at the primaries, will, therefore," be one o 


great difficulty, and one in which they will have lo exorcise unusually gooc 
judgment in order to secure satisfactory results. 


To be plain about this mailer, the interests of the cily are al stake 


and unless (he voters decide, lo adopt heroic, measures we shall see the mai 
t'hjeel of Ihe charier defeated. 
.11. is lime, Iliereforn, to talk plainly (o th 


voters and to say Dial, unless these undesirable candidates be turned dow 
and wholly ignored at Ihe primaries it will be. impossible lo select the bes 
men who are up for office. 


The new charier gives the voters a larger list to select from Ihan di 


the old. There is ample, material from which to select a lirst class cit 


' irovernmenl, but the great trouble is, that the voters arc liable to be misle 


"by the great number of undesirable, candidates who are going from h.ouse I 
house, stirring up excitement, appealing for votes and telling the peopl 
thatMhey, the candidates, have a chance of election. 


The old custom of voling for those who make a house (o house canvas 


or "who buttonhole the voters along the streets should be abandoned in th 
present case, it is very evident thai the best men who are up for office, and 
the most desirable men to select, for public office, can never adopt this 
method of campaigning. What then is lo he Che result if the voters support 
the undesirable candidates whose, reputation extends only to their own 
precinct or at most to their own ward? 
It will simply operate against the 


movement for better cily government. Lot the voters concentrate upon the 
fatrong candidates, men whose reputation is "known throughout the cily, 
wen "who are known lo be capable, honest and trustworthy and who have 
liad tho experience necessary to lit them for the position they seek. 'Unless 
the voters adopt this course they cannot possibly elect a city government 
that will conduct the' city's business in a thoroughly honest, efficient and 
progressive manner. 


It would appear that some directing mentor is needed to name the 


.strongest men on the ticket. The Sim could easily do so, hut declines for the 
reason that ils judgment might not be accepted, and the attempt might 
make a bad matter worse. Besides, it would hardly be fair for a newspaper 
to single out any number of men as those most worthy of support at the 
polls. The voters have certain rights that should not be interfered with, 
and one of these is perfect freedom of choice. They will have ample oppor- 
tunity in the coming primaries to exercise Hint right wilhout the slightest 
restriction, and the result will show whether they use that privilege in tho 
ihterest of good government or the reverse. There arc a few days left in 
which the voters can make inquiries of disinterested parties as to who th 
best candidates are. The Sun will publish brief sketches of the candidates 
for the information of the voters. Thus the latter may be able to got th 
infoiillation that will guide (hem in making a wise selection at tho polls. 


We cannot under present conditions approve any movement for a good

I have used the tackle myself In 
11 tho football I ever played, and most 
f tho men against whom I played 
have used It also, yet I never received 
.n Injury. 
"When a runner is hit hard and 


lumped quickly there is no chance of 
lis regaining his feet and so no neces- 
sity for 'piling on.' On the other hand, 
an inexperienced tackier catching a 
man In a gentle manner in such a way 
as not to cause him to lose his feet the 
nstant he Is touched is in need of help 
Tom his teammates. 
Players of the 


side carrying the ball naturally rush to 
aid their comrade with tho ball, and 
this results In tho mass play. 


"The flying tackle Is made at a point 


below the center of mass of the 'nan 
carrying tho ball in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred. 
This naturally 


slams the man to the ground In short 
order and the play Is all over. With a 
standing tackle tho man carrying tho 
ball is hit above, the center of mass nnd 
balance and Is able to keep his feet to 
a far greater extent. A man hit hard 
and thrown to ths ground Is far less 
liable to Injury than one who struggles 
in tho grasp of an opponent and often 
is Involved In tho center of a struggling 
mass." 


Few coaches or officials tako cog- 
Izance of the rule forbidding the fly- 
ng tackle. A prominent western coach 
.'as asked last season Immediately up- 
n the promulgation of tho rule for- 
ilddlng the play what tackle he would 
each his men. 
"That depends altogether upon how 


itrlctly the rule is enforced," was his 
inswer. "There Is one man, however, 
vho will bo taught the flying tackle as 
much as T ever taught It before the 
rule was made.

AGAIN 


The snll'rnKulU's arc to resume hostilities against Premier Asquith in 


London. The militant tactics proposed will do no jruoil. The British premier 
is very fair in this matter of woman suffrage as in every other matter, lie 
says he does not personally believe in it, but lie will not object to the fullest 
discussion of UK: matter by parliament whenever tin opporlnnily presents 
itself. 
That means that a bill may bo tin; subject, of debate, and the time 


is not far distant whe'n ilu: Hrilish parliament will favor the extension of 
the franchise to women. 


THE VOTERS' RESPONSIBILITY 


Seldom has ij happened with the introduction of the commission form 


of charter that so many people lu'camu candidates for the tirst election as 


wo find on I lie ballot prepared for tho primaries nf Nov. 'JSth in this city. 


It a preconcerted efi'iirl were made to defeat Hie object nf the charier, no 


better plan could be adopted Ih'an In have such a multiplicity of candidates, 


a laru'C proportion of whom arc wholly ineligible and unlit for the offices 


they seek. 


The task before the voters at the primaries will, therefore, be one of 


great difficulty, and one in which they will have to exercise unusually good 
judgment in order to secure satisfactory results. 


To be plain about this mailer, the interests cif the city arc at stake, 


and unless the voters decide In adopl. heroic measures we shall sec the main 


( bject of tlie charier defeated. H is time, therefore, to talk plainly to the 
voters and to say that unless these undesirable candidates be turned dowr 
and wholly ignored at the primaries it will be impossible to select the best 
men who are up for office. 
- 


The new charter gives the voters a larger list to select from than did 


the old. There is ample material from which to select a first class city 
government, but the great trouble is, that the voters are liable to be misled 
by the great number of undesirable candidates who are going from b,ouse to 
house, stirring up excitement, appealing for votes and telling the people 
that they, the candidates, have a chance of election. 


The old custom of voting for those who make a house to house canvass 


or who buttonhole the voters along the streets should bo abandoned in the 
present ease,. It is very evident that the best men who are up for office, ant 
the most desirable men to select for public o0ice, can never adopt thif 
method of campaigning. What then is to be the result if the voters suppor 
.the undesirable candidates whose reputation extends only to theV owi 
precinct or at most to their own ward'? 
It will simply operate against, fb 


movement for tetter city government. Let the voters concentrate upon th 
strong candidates, men whose, reputation is known throughout the city 
liien who are known to be capable, honest and trustworthy and who have 


" had the experience necessary to fit them for the position they seek. Unless 
: the voters adopt this course they cannot possibly elect a city government 


that will conduct the city's business in a thoroughly honest, efficient and 
progressive manner.

It would appear that some directing mentor is needed to name tho 


strongest men on the ticket. The Sun could easily do so, but declines for the 
reason that its judgment might not be accepted, and the attempt might 
make a bad matter worse. Besides, it would hardly be fair for a newspaper 


tj> single out any number of men as those most worthy of support at the 
polls." The voters have certain rights that should not be interfered with. 
and one of these is perfect freedom of choice. They will have ample oppor- 
tunity-in the coming primaries to exercise that right without the slightest 
restriction, and the result will show whether they use that privilege in tho 
interest of good government or the reverse. There are a, few days left in 
•which the voters can make inquiries of disinterested parties as to who tho 
best candidates are. The Sun will publish brief sketches of the candidates 
for the..information of the voters. Thus the latter may be ablo to got tho 
,'information that will guide them in making a wise selection at the polls.
